jyjcGILL Debaters chalked up 
a win last night over two 
men from Queen's when the 
House voted three to one against 
the resolution "Resolved That 
Fraternities Should be Abol- 
ished." 

Members of the Mock Parlia- 
ment nearly fifty in number 
heard David Henry and Robert 
Wilson of Queen's in the" role of 
His Majesty's Govenunent and 
Howard Minogue and Bill Mc- 
Naughton as the "Loyal Opposition" 
last night in the Union. The Speak- 
er of the House, Alfred Pick, Pre- 
sident of the Debating Union, was 
bard put at times to keep order 
among the "heckling" members, 
whose remarks sometimes had the 
House in an uproar. 

Apparently adding insult to their 
defeat,' one of the fraternities at 
McGiU invited the "antis" of the 
Government to dinner in their fra- 
ternity house today, ■ in order to 
"rebut" in practice the arguments 
of the Queen's men. This will be 
the first lesson in the study of fra- 
ternities taken in practice by the 
visitors, for as David Henry said, 
"the conflict at Queen's over frater- 
nities had ended before we arrived 
from High School." 

LOSE HfDIVœVALITY. 

The first speaker ipr the affirma- 
tive, ' David ' Henry, divided his 
"platform" into two panels, one 
stating the case for, the other 
against, fraternities. Against the 
idea he pointed . out that each 
fraternity tends to keep all its 
members in the one class and that 
they thus tend to lose individuality. 
Because of this, ije went on to say, 
the freshmaii loses hi& chance to 
iorm character in his days at col- 
lege as he is always in contact with 
the same men during his univer- 
sity career. On the other panel he 
placed the good points of fraterni- 
ties, and here he pointed out that 
they provide good homes and' good 
food for their members. However 
all this can and is provided, in one 
case he mentioned, by the univer- 
sity itself at Hart House in Tor 
onto. 

The head of a fraternity has 
many chances to use his organizing 
ability, but tiiis too can be even 
better supplied by the University 
activities. A "frat-man" can go 
from here to California and stay 
' with fraternity brothers there, but 
"the University clubs can and do 
do this." 

NO LACK OF STUDY. 

Alfred Pick, the Speaker of the 
House, then cleared up a misunder- 
standing, by stating definitely that 
it was a Mock Parliament and not 
a debate. This error was due to 
the fact that the chadrs were placed 
in the middle of the hall and not 
at the end as they are for a Par- 
liament He then gave the "mem- 
bers" of tiie House the privilege of 
asking questions of any of the 
speakers, and of speaking them- 
selves after the main speakers had 
finished. , . . 

Howard Minogue opened for the 
Opposition by giving a brief his- 
tory of fraternities, which started 
before the Civil War in the U.S. 
"Some say that discipline and 
study go to the dogs in fraternities," 
he said, "but here at McGill the In- 
ter-fraternity Council gives a num- 
ber of scholarships. Thus there can- 
not be such a lack of study among 
their members," he said, and quoted 
figures from U.S. surveys to back 
his words. t

When questioned by the 
Canadian University Press follow- 
ing the official opening of Parlia- 
ment, the former editor of the To- 
ronto Varsity expressed keen in- 
terest in thé student move at the 
Winnipeg inferences to have the 
Government investigate the desir- 
ability of a system of national 
scholarships.

tion was suggested by action of Mr. 
Martin in the House of Commons 
last year. 

"Last year, I brought in a resolu- 
tion, urging the Government to 
establish a system of national 
scholarships to assist brilliant stu- 
dents who were unable financially 
to obtain further training in univer- 
sities, agricultural colleges, and so 
forth. This would meet a demand 
sought by the younger generation 
itself and recognized by educational 
authorities as greatly needed," Mr. 
Martin told the C.U.P. 

"The idea is not a new one," he 
continued. "Most other countries 
make provision for this in some

I'HE inauguration of a member- 
* ship campaign, and reports on 
National Conference will be the 
main features of the first regular 
meeting for this term of the Social 
Problems Club this Monday night, 
January 31st, at 8 o'clock, in Strath- 
cona Hall. 

Neil Morrison, National Chairman 
of the newly-formed National Stu- 
dent Assembly, will speak on the 
Winnipeg Conference in general, 
and on the setting up of the Local 
Student Assembly on the McGill 
Campus. Boris Wallis, who was the 
club's delegate to the conference, 
will report on the work that was 
done at Winnipeg toward the estab- 
lishment of Social Problnns Clubs 
in other universities. 

A meeting was held for this pur- 
pose at Winnipeg at which some 23 
students from 11 différent universi- 
ties showed a desire to form such 
clubs. A national committee was 
set up whose function is to put out 
a monthly bulletin on work that is 
being done already at McGill, Tor 
onto and other campuses, 'and to 
facilitate the exchange of ideas on 
the situation in other colleges and 
on the question of setting up new 
clubs. Bernard MuUer, former Mc- 
Gill student, now a member of the 
Varsity Social Problems Club, was 
elected secretary of this committee. 
Bulletin No. 1 has already ))een 
issued; copies will be on' hand at 
the meeting. 

In addition, the program for the 
next group of club meetings. Civil 
Liberties work, the activities of the 
co-operative commission of the 
club, and social activity, will form 
main topics of discussion at> the 
meeting.

COLLEGE PROGRAM PLANNED; 
LATENT STUDENT TALENT TO 
TO BE USED IN CBC STUDIOS 



Arousing a storm of protest an 
article in the Montreal Daily Star 
last night made it appear that the 
McGiil Dally was sponsoring a pro- 
paganda campaign in support of the 
anti-PadlpckjLaw^measures of cer- 
tain McGill students. The article is 
reprinted below so that those who 
were unable to read it in last ni^t's 
paper will not miss it. 

When questioned on the matter 
last night £v. Crutchlow, presi- 
dent of the Students' Society, said, 
"I have been misquoted by Mr. Mac- 
Farlane of the Star. At no time did 
state that the proposed trip to 
Ottawa was in the nature of a lark. 
It is also interesting to note that 
the statement purporting to have 
been made by me was actually the 
distorted result of an interview 
given by me over a cup of coffee 
(at my expense) the day before the 
article in question was printed in 
the Dally.", 

The article which was printed on 
page 3 of the first edition of last 
night's Star and in later editions of 
the journal on page thirty -three 
follows:

Premier Duplessis' "Padlock Law." 
A five-column sweepline in today's 
issue over a story from Ottawa by 
the Canadian University Press, fea- 
tured the opposition of the CCJ*. 
to the "Padlock Law." 

The students are going ahead 
with their campaign for repeal of 
this law despite the despatch from 
Ottawa which states: 'That no at- 
tempt will be made by Prime Min- 
ister King to disallow thç 'Padlock 
Law' is almost a certainty, accord- 
ing to an authoritative French 
Liberal." 

QUITE UNOFFICIAL 
Everett Crutchlow, president of 
the Students' Society, stated today, 
"The Students' Council has nothing 
to do with this campaign. The fact 
that 1,000 students may have signed 
a petition means little. Lots of 
students put their names on a peti- 
tion merely because they are asked. 
I am inclined to think the proposed 
trip of protest to Ottawa is in the 
nature of a lark. Certainly it will 
be devoid of practical results." 

Another organization, known as 
the "Association of Office Em- 
ployees," has circularized the stu- 
dents in regard to the new Mini- 
mum Wage Law in' its application 
to white-collar employees. The cir- 
cular explains that many McGill 
students are working in offices dur- 
ing their spare time. 

Older heads on the campus are 
shaking their heads dubiously in re- 
gard to the Interest ot outside 
bodies in McGill students. They, are 
inclinied to think there are enough 
purely campus matters to take up

Protest^ Jncrease in Fees 

Government Fails to Provide ior Increased Regis- 
tration — Undergrads Plan to Bum Premier

WANCOUVER, B.C., July 27.-A 
' A mass meeting of over 1,500 
students here registered violent 
protest against the provincial Gov- 
ernment's faUure.to -rmeet thé in- 
crease in registeiitibri' at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, which now 
stands at 2,300 — 800 over the set 
maximum of 1,500. 

The meeting, called by the Stu- 
dents' Council following the action 
of the Board of Governors, on Mon- 
day, in raising tuition fees $25 per 
annum and limiting the registration 
to 2,000, appointed a' delegation of 
two to present a petition to Premier 
FattuUo in Victoria, and laid the 
groundwork for a thorough long- 
term campaign throughout the pro- 
vince. 

MASS MEETING. 

A committee of eight students 
was appointed to form detailed 
plans for a ma'ss meeting to be held 
Monday nooii in the University 
Stadium, when an intensive two- 



day preliminary campaign for Van 
couver signatures will be inaugur- 
ated if the reply from the provin' 
cial capital is not satisfactory. 

The petition demands a return to 
the former $600,000 grant, reduced 
in 1931-32 to $250,000, and now set 
at $400,000, and the provision of 
adequate facilities and accommoda- 
tion. The special session of the 
students brought .to an end two 
days of wild rumour and group agi 
tation in which plans to organize a 
general strike and to bum effigies 
of the Premier were rampant on the 
campus. 

GOVERNMENT BLAMED, 

Today, before an audience which 
overflowed into the aisles, A. M. S, 
President Carey outlined the situa- 
tion to the students. Carey ex- 
plained that the action odC the stu- 
dents v/ai directed against the gov- 
ernment for its failure to provide 
adequate funds and accommoda- 
tion for U.B.C., and not essentially 
against the Board of Governors, 
which had no other option than to 
follow the course which it did in 
Continued on Page Four.

NIAGARA FALLS 

UONEYMOON Bridge, for four 
* * decades the footpath of the 
world's brides and bridegrooms, 
crashed with spectacular effect late 
yesterday into the massed ice of the 
Niagara River. 

Thousands, on the Canadian and 
United States sides of the famous 
Gorge, 400 yards below Niagara 
Falls, shrieked in excitement as the 
1,260-foot span, stretching 175 feet 
above the riverbed, , gave way to 
crunching ice-blocks ' that bad 
threatened it since earl; Wednes- 
day. 

If the event had been stage-man- 
aged it could not have offered more 
thrills to hundredis of tourists and 
thousands of persons from the 
Niagara district who gathered for 
the spectacle. Hotels were crowded 
as they nevqr had been before in 
mid-winter.

lirTTH Quebec and Ontario still

Perhaps the most Important single 
hew proposal is that 'every strike 
should be submitted to a secret 
vote of the employees. If the vote 
was favorable to strike then' the 
labor contract woiild be su^ended 
and the difference submitted to 
arbitration. If the vote is against 
a strike taking place or if an 
arbitral sentence was handed down 
and not executed, penal sanctions 
will be taken against those seeking 
to prevent the liberty of work and 
especially tlje occupation of work- 
shops. '

Approacli of Exams Hinders

QTTAWA, January 27.— (C.U.P.) 

Plans for a forthcoming series 
of broadcasts to originate a college 
centres throughout -the country and 
to employ student talent were re- 
vealed to the Canadian University 
Press this afternoon ' at the Can- 
adian Broadcasting Corporation of- 
fices here. Officials, in outlining 
the programmes, explained they 
were designed to develop any latent 
talent in universities for the benefit 
of Canadian radio. The first 
broadcast will be held on March 
3rd from Dalhousie, it was an^ 
nounced. 

FIVE COLLEGES IN SERIES. 

Five universities will participate 
tliis spring, W. H. Brodie, in charge 
of the series, told the C.U.P. Others, 
because of nearness of examina 
tions, will take part next Fall if 
the novel radio idea' proves success 
ful, he said. 

Broadcasts will be held in univer- 
sity auditoriums to allow admission 
to student bodies. Talent will be 
chosen entirely by university au 
thorities, and the CBC will act as 
adviser, Mr. Brodie said. He stress- 
ed that althpugh entertainers will 
be purely amateur, the CBC will 
grant a small suin . to be used by 
campus organizations in apprecia- 
tion of their efforts. . 

The complete series for this 
season is as follows: Dalhousie Uni 
versify, March 3; University of To- 
ronto, March 10; Western Univer- 
sity, March 17; University of Mani- 
toba, March 24; University of Brit- 
ish Columbia, March 31. 

SEEK STUDENT TALENT. 

McGill University, Queen's Uni 
versify, University of New. Bruns 
wick. University of Alberta, Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, and others, 
have exprèssed willingness to co- 
operate with the CBC, but limited 
time before the examination period 
prevents them from taking part this 
spring. • 

Ernest L. Bushnell, general super 
visor of programs, stated today: "We 
have two purposes in mind for the 
series.' First, ' we would like to 
give universities, the opportunity to 
display what talents may be there, 
and then we would like to develop 
any talents further for our own use, 
We are looking for young people 
for our organization and naturally 
we prefer college students."

QTTAWA, January 27.— De- 
fending the policies of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corpor- 
ation which have recently re- 
sulted in much press criticism, , 
'V. E. Gladstone Murray, head 
of the CBC, in an exclusive 
interview with the Canadian_' 
University Press today, gave' 
reasons fbr the rise in radio ; 
licence fees and the release of 
American commercial programs 
over the Corporation's network. 
"The increase in the licence fee will 
enable development to continue 
and will also enable conomerciajl 
operations to be limited much more 
than would have been the case 
otherwise," he declared. 

'With regard to American com- 
mercial programs, a few of the best 
of these have been accepted for the 
national network," ■ he said. "It 
should be noted that these were, al- 
ready available in Montreal- and 
Toi-onto. What the CBC has done .' 
is to make it possible for the; rest . 
ot Canada to get some of these 
programs on a clear signal. They 
are accepted in the ordinary com- 
mercial way and they are subject' 
to cancellation at a month's notice. 
The policy of limitation precludes 
their development beyond a,mod-i^ 
erate figure. Once the construction' " 
stage has been passed, the tendency 
will be to contract the whole of 
commercial operations. and this will 
include American, programs." ,i, < 



Ottawa, January 27. — 
(CU.P.).— W. E. Gladstone 
Murray, head of the C.B.C., in 
an interview today, praised .

danger we feel that it is justified in treating 
the threat as a 'Campus Matter'. 

It is indeed fortunate for some people 
that campus matters do take up most of 
our time or we might be tempted to plunge 
into an explanation of why certain sections 
of thevMpntreal Press are muzzled — why 
no pubiici^has been given to the organ- 
ization of newspapermen into a Union 
under the C.I.O. In fact we might go a 
good deal further and explain why some 
Montreal newspaper owners are apparently 
behind the Quebec Government in its effort 
to increase the scope of the Padlock Law 
and similar enactments to more effectively 
curb the C.I.O. But, of course, we could 
not really do this. We are a college paper 
and have no mandate for the C.I.O. nor 
any other organization. If the assistance 
of a provincial government is used to keep 
down the wages of 'downtown' newspaper 
employees it is none of our business. We 
cannot really launch into an attack of the 
city press for excluding a good deal of news 
detrimental to the' drivers of the 'band- 
wagon'— even though that news has been 
carried by national news agencies and 
publiâhed throughout the Dominion. That 
sort of criticism is beyond our scope. 

We reserve our thunder for campus 
issues— the college plays and the hookey 
team — ^the McGill Annual and the 
'Spinsters' Spree' (advt.). On the whole 
we stick to criticizing ourselves an;} a few 
—unfortunately very few— Montreal plays 
and Art Exhibitions. 

But once in a while we are forced to 
explain our policy and to defend our paper 
against the insidious onslaughts of those 
who would tell us how to run our own 
Daily,— ihoee who would further their 
ends by the devious and often amusing 
means of trying to pooh-pooh us in the 
metropolitan jouiiials.

Literally Speaking

•pHERE are three kinds of geniuses. Dr. 

Johnson defined genius after his own 
bent as "an infinite capacity for taking 
pains." Geniuses of this sort are stark 
realists. They reproduce with photograph 
exactness the external appearance of things. 
Their books almost invariably begin with 
something of this sort: "Mrs. Pfalz was 
washing the dishes." 

The second type of genius may be 
summed up as an infinite capacity for 
clicking brains. When you open one of 
their books you can hear the cerebration 
of the author across the room. Books by 
such authors are invariably referred to in 
the reviews as "powerful." The family 
saga so popular today is a fair representa- 
tive of the type. 

Thirdly, there is the kind of genius 
that displays an infinite capacity for 
raking drains. Authors of this sort are 
generally disciples of Freud. That is to 
say, they are either pessimists or prophets. 
We shall discuss the more eminent mem- 
bers of this group in our later essays. 

We shall now consider one of the best 
examples of the first group: namely, 
Sinclair Lewis. Lewis is an unimaginative 
realist, an artist in black and white. He 
never rises above ground level as thè 
Romanticists always do, nor does he sink 
to the sordid depths of the post-Freudian 
novel. Arnold Bennett and John Gals- 
worthy are perhaps his most notable 
English prototypes. ^ 

We have chosen Lewis because he is 
now being severely castigated in the re- 
views for turning out a potboiler which is 
not in the Babbitt, ArrowsmitK, and It 
Can't Happen Here class. The book, en- 
titled The Prodigal Parents, is condemned 
for its footling anger at pink-tea Commun- 
ists, and for the weakness and staleness of 
its principal theme, which portrays the 
counter-revolt of parents against the so- 
called revolt of youth against parents. As 
a matter of fact the parents — ^Mr. and Mrs. 
Complow— who are commended for their 
strong stand against shiftless youngsters 
are the dullest and flattest characters in 
the story. Lewis alone could have any 
sympathy for them. • 

We agree with the reviewers in every-^ 
thing except their contention that Lewis 
can do better. Lewis never had any more 
imagination than an amoeba. It is absurd 
to become angry with the poor man for 
harping on an overworked theme. He 
never did anything else. He never claimed 
to be able to do anjrthing else. His forte 
is literary photography. He gives us can- 
did camera shots of the Great American 
Public The first part of Babbitt 

contains sb^né of the most beautifully ob- 
îegMxe^ajxd; detailed _reali6m we- have, ever

read. Lewis had only to describe as 
distinctly as he knew how every detail of 
the average man's every-day life, and. the 
irony took care of itself. The commeroial 
critics, however, remembering that Lewis 
is a best seller, refuse to face this obvious 
fact. As a result they are doing him the 
great injustice of informing the public that 
he has an artistic imagination, but has 
merely forgotten to use it for a while. 

We are aware that this statement may 
be contested. There is something more in 
Lewis than straight, unadorned realism. 
That something, however, is not imaj^na- 
tion, it is just sentimentality. Most 
realists, even when satirical, are sentiment 
alists at heart. Upon the slightest provo- 
cation they slbbbei: over some unfortunate 
victim of society. Their satire cuts noth 
ing but their own hearts. Galsworthy is 
probably, the most outstanding example 
He would like to satirize social injustice, 
but the very thought of it brings tears to 
his eyes and drool to his lips. He is re- 
luctant to ascribe this injustice tel the 
middle classes, because individually they 
seem to him such nice people. You see, 
they too are sentimentalists. Or let us 
take Somerset Maugham. The same 
drivel that saturates The Silver Box oozes 
from Sheppey. In Maugham's play, the 
satire is more forceful, {but the diatribe of 
the doctor upon the scientific elimination 
of philanthropy by the inclusion of all 
professed charity-givers in insane asylums 
rings as hollow 'as the minister's speech to 
Babbitt, These sentimental realists can- 
not attempt satire without becoming 
melodramatic. Remember Dickens. 

Lewis is going the only way one could 
expect him to go. Social reformers of his 
sort, as they grow older and more worldly 
wise and realize the practical difficulties in 
the way of improving ■ conditions, soften 
their former growl to a pitiful yap. The 
yap is^generally directed, not at the cause 
of social ' corruption, but at the poor young 
innocents who are now obsessed with the 
same delusions the author had when he 
was young. He sneers at their pseudo 
sophistication. He does not seem to realize 
that he is condemning the only people who 
think well of human nature. They think 
well enough of it to hope that reform will 
come. He is himself the cynic. Mean 
while, he reserves all his sentimentality 
for the people he once condemned; namely, 
the stodgy bourgeois oldsters.. Lewis has 
done all of . these things in his latest work 
If he continues he will soon be the foremost 
conservative of them all. 

We do not mean to depreciate Lewis's 
contribution to contemporary literature 
As an unimaginative citizen writing about 
unimaginative citizens, he has done good 
work. It is fine craftsmanship, but there 
are many fine craftsmen in our midst. 
Therefore we deprecate effusive gush 
about his importance. Young writers 
ought to be urged to do something better 
than the ''Mrs. Pfalz .was washing the 
dishes" sort of piffle.

ASA NATION whose govern- 
ment and people are dedicated 
to the preservation ot peace Canada 
maintains no standing army. 

Her permanent forces, including 
army, navy and air^force, are In 
numbers as follows:

These constitute a minimum 
establishment for manning on a 
peace time basis our ships aad 
dockyards, airplanes and air bases, 
our garrisons and meagre fortifica- 
tions, together with, especially in 
the case of the army, a nucleus of 
Instructional personnel. 

Canada has always counted on 
the loyalty and devotion of her 
citizens to provide the manpower 
for her defence In time of emer- 
gency. This would be an imsafe 
calculation but for the fact that 
shice earliest days our young men 
have displayed a willingness to 
undertake voluntary training in 
w|j^t we describe as the - non 
permanent forces. This voluntary 
training equips a substantial num- 
ber of officers and men, who are 
always ready for active service 
when necessity arises. 

Thus, in 1914 when recruiting was 
called for, it was possible to 
assemble at Valcartier, within a 
few weeks, a full division, of whom 
90 per cent, were officers and men 
who had voluntarily trained them' 
selves in the non-permanent 
militia. 

In the maintenance of an efficient 
non-permanent miltia the contribu- 
tion made by the Canadian Officers' 
Training Coi<ps, units of which are 
established in most Canadian uni- 
versities, is all-important 

There was a time when the main 
requirement of an officer was the 
moral quality of leadership. - This 
quality is sUU vitally essential, but 
under modem conditions it must 
be supplemented by a great deal of 
technical knowledge. 

A year ago the non-permanent 
militia was completely reorganized, 
so that its future activities may 
be de^elt^ed upon modem mechan- 
Iied lines. The number of cavahry 
and Infantry .units has been greatly 
diminished. Instead there have 
been established tank battalions, 
armoured car battalions, machine- 
gun battalions and so on. Mechani- 
cal traction for the artillery has 
bee;;i adopted. 

Training of an infantry officer 
takes time. Training of an officer 
for the new services will take more 
time and will require young men 
who have received a fairly high 
standard of scientific education. 

Such men can be obtained most 
readily from the universities, 

I have read with interest in re- 
cent issues of the McGill Daily 
something of the fine traditions and 
present efficiency of the McGill 
unit of the C.O.T.C. It is evident 
that the undergraduates of McGill 
appreciate the responsibility that is 
theirs in connection with the prob- 
lem of national defence. 

For it cannot be emphasized too 
strongly that, in relying upon the 
voluntary system, our country 
places an ever-increasing burden of 
responsibility upon her educated 
youth to provide the trained men 
essential to the proper officering of 
a modem mechanized defence 
force. 

With "the responsibilities that I 
have, it is a source of extreme 
gratification to observe that at 
McGill and our other universities 
this responsibility is appreciated 
and respected.

ATTACKS NOT RESENTED. 
Asked to comment on the recent 
attacks on the part of some news- 
papers, Mr. Murray stated: "It has 
been suggested that I might rebut 
these attacks on various grounds 
including the suggestion that they 
are unfair or insecurely founded. 
This however is not my attitude. 
As a former newspaperman I give 
credit to every responsible news- 
paper for the possession and exer- 
cise of public conscience. Abso- 
lute freedom of newspaper com- 
ment is an indespensible part of 
our free system of society. Tbere< 
fore, -when I read newspaper 
criticism of broadcasting policy, I 
take it for granted that it is not only 
faonesUy conceived, but also con- 
ceived in the public interest. This, 
however, does not mean that I need 
agree with it," 

"The policy of the CBC has re- 
mained the same since it began in 
November, 1936," he said. "There 
is only one objectiv.e and that is to 
create tor Canada a broadcasting 
service really -worthy of Canada, 
which means that it will be in the 
front rank of the broadcasting ser- 
yioes of the -world. In order to 
jachley e tllis objective, it is neces- 
tirst ot all to provide a clear 
penal for as large a proportion as 
H' possible of the Canadian people." 
BIGH-POWER TRANSMITTERS. 

This is being achieved, he eX' 
plained, by supplementing existing 
iacilities by the creation of a high' 
»r national chain of transmit' 
in order to increase effective 
•age from 49 per ceni to 84 per 
Efiof the population. The first 
installment has just been complet- 
4^ he said— two 50,000-watt tranS' 
- jnitters, one in Quebec and one in 
'Ontario. "This has increased effec- 
tive coverage from 49 per cent, to 
66;per cent Further important in- 
stallments must be undertaken 
soon. The -whole ol equipment and 
other facilities are being moderniz- 
ed and developed. That is on' the 
material side. 

"Having provided the clear signal, 
it is obviously necessary to have 
Eomething worth while to put on It. 
jTlie first thing, of course, is to de^ 
ïvelop Canadian programs. There 
has been an intensive eSort during 
the past fourteen months— an effort 
which has been conducted under 
exceptional difficulties and with a 
skeleton staff. It is believed that 
Bome improvement has been made 
and that this improvement will con- 
tinue and be accelerated," Mr. Mur- 
ray said. ' ■ 

EXCHANGE PROGRAMS. 
Simultaneously, the best pro- 
grams of other countries are being 
taken on an exchange basis, he 
pointed out He saw recognition of 
the merit of Canadian programs m 





the increasing demand of other 
countries. The plan for the future 
will be for the Corporation to con- 
centrate on those programs which 
have' a distinctive Canadian flavour 
without being imitative, he said. 

Questioned as to the finances of 
the CBC, Mr. Murray declared: "In 
a country the size of Canada with 
relatively sparse population, the 
problem of financing ' a national 
broadcasting system is one of un- 
usual difficulty. The land lines 
alone cost more than $500,000 a 
year. Nevertheless, the basis of 
the financial structure ot the' CBC 
is licence revenue. For the year 
that will end on Marc^ Slst the 
operations of the CBC will cost 
about $2,300,000. Of this amount 
about $1,950,000 will come from 
licence revenue, the balance from 
commercial programs. ITie policy 
is to keep commercial operations to 
the minimum required for malnten 
jmce of the service. In the figures 
I have given, capital expenditure 
is not included because under the 
Boardcasting Act capital expendi- 
ture is met from Government 
loahs repayable in the ordinary 
way."

In regard to a 
strike he counselled that such in- 
flammatory action would alienate 
from the students cause the sym- 
pathies of a large section of the 
public both in Vancouver and else- 
where, the support of which would 
be necessary to the forcing of the 
government's hand. 

STUDENT CAUSE STRONG. 
He recommended as a first step 
following the interview with the 
Premier that a petition be taken 
from house to house in Vancouver, 
and that a "sanely controlled and 
well-organized campaign of pub- 
licity" be instituted. In outlhiing 
the force behind the student cause 
he reminded his audience that the 
students of the University of B.C. 
have already contributed $140,000 
to the capital assets of the institU' 
tion in the way ot stadium, gym 
nasium, etc., withhi the last fifteen 
years,— practically the only large 
improvements on the campus dur^ 
ing that time, The alumnae asso- 
ciation was already doing intensive 
work throughout the provhice to 
secure the application ot pressure 
upon members of the house at Vic- 
toria by voters, he stated. 

"BURN FATTULLO EFFIGY." 

Much criticism came from the 
floor of the meeting directed 
against the government and student 
leaders had difficulty in opposing 
a strike. Evan A. P. Roberts, U.B.C. 
football star, slated "I still can't see 
anything wrong with burning an 
effigy of PattuUo, especially when 
Aberhart in Alberta with less popu- 
lation and wealth can support a 
university ten times better 
equipped." Morris Belkin, head of 
recently formed political discussion 
club said, "The only way to get 
action out of a government is to 
hurt them politically. We should 
have a propaganda committee sup- 
plied with funds to embark on a 
long-term campaign." 

PROFESSORS UNDERPAID. 

Alex MacDonald, son of Mr, 
Justice MacDonald of the B.C. 
Court of Appeal and well-known 
U.B.C. debater, decried the condi- 
tion of overworked and underpaid 
professors and declared that the 
government that neglects the educa- 
tion of its citizens is a decadent 
government. He advocated a short 
two-day strike under council lead- 
ership with the full support ot the 
students. Robert King, well-known 
Ubyssey columnist kno\vn as 
"Aggie Joy," expressed his belief 
that the professors were behind the 
students and labelled the inaction 
of the government as blatant and 
imctuous. 

The refusal of the B.C. Govern- 
ment to relieve the plight of the 
university was emphasized when 
President Carey infonhed.the meet- 
ing that even the governors' addi- 
tional estimate over current ex- 
penses at $90,000 for upkeep and 
depreiciation costs of U.B.C. was 
ignored when the estimates were 
forwarded to Victoria this year. 

Undercurrent ot feeling here 
tonight indicates that more action 
than mere display will be indulged 
in by the students in the campaign 
now getting under -way.

form or another. Those who oppose 
my plan would do well to realize 
that over 40 per cent of those in 
attendance at the universities in 
England are there at the expense ot 
the state. We spend money on 
public building. Surely the de- 
velopment of our ablest future citi- 
zens and leaders is as deserving of 



Government attention as public 
buildings." 

As refutation of the argument of 
opporients that educational matters 
are provincial concern and not 
federal, he said: 'There are at least 
two precedents for the proposal- 
first, the provision for national re- 
search scholarships made by the 
Federal Government and second, 
the $10,000,000 appropriation made 
by the Federal Government as 
grants in aid ot technical education 
in Canada." 

Other informed sources, however, 
told the C.U.P. that technical edu- 
cation has become a national prob- 
lem because of the large number of 
unemployed young people. Today, 
one ot the statements in the speech 
from the Throne by the Governor- 
General was: "In view of the suc- 
cess which has. attained efforts to 
assist in the training ot unemployed 
young people, it is proposed to ex- 
tend the scheme during the coming 
year." 

Mr. Martin ended the outline of 
his stand with an optimistic note: 
"Nothing since the last session has 
caused me to change my views. All 
great proposals often meet opposi- 
tion in the initial stages, I propose 
to raise the matter again in the 
House, and w.ill do so until 'the pro- 
posal is embodied among our fed- 
eral statutes."

Queen's in his first Inter-Varsity 
debate, bore the brunt of the 
"heckling" by the audience. He 
stated that the main difficulty with 
fraternities was not the "battle be- 
tween Greek and Barbarian," as 
the Speaker ot the House had said, 
"but between Greek and Greek". 
He condemned "frat-houses" as 
"cram-shops,"' and said that the 
main idea of "frat-men" was not to 
learn as much as they could by 
attending lectures or reading the 
texts, but by getting enough 
"temporary knowledge" to pass the 
exams by cramming from the notes 
of other fraternity brothers. He 
also pohited out that the clubs and 
groups of Queen's gave its students 
a greater share of inter-varsity and 
international feeling than thé fra- 
ternities could. 

DISCUSSION BT AUDIENCE. 

A violent discussion ensued when 
he claimed that fraternities were 
reactionary influences. This lasted 
for some minutes and resulted in a 
point for Wilson when he said that 
"the House should buy, not an 
Ediphone (as a member stated) but 
a Dictionary." 

The final speaker before the 
meeting was thrown- open to all was 
Bill McNaughton, who declared that 
the main point in the Government's 

arguments was no longer true. 
"Freshman rushing," he pointed 
out "is no longer practised as wide- 
ly as it was. It has been displaced 
by 'rushing' the Sophomores." He 
brought out the. fact that ten of 
the last 12 presidents of the United 
States were fraternity men and that 
the others had no chance to be, as 
one went to a "no frat" college and 
the other did not go at aU. 

The most lively part of the eve- 
ning began when the meeting was 
given to the audience to dJscuss 
the question. A lengthy struggle 
between "lawyer" Ted Piper and 
"engineer" Syd Abramowitz kept 
the . House in session for twenty 
mhiutes or so ot heated discussion. 
The final verdict however, show- 
ed only 11 voting with the Queen's 
students, and left the Queen's men 
no victory, but only the idea of 
"heckling" to take back with them 



S. WOODS SPEAKS TO 
1 .V. C. F. GATHERING 

«IS religion your spare wheel or 
your steering' wheel?" was the 
question which C. Stacey Woods, 
B.A., B.Th., put before a meeting 
sponsored by the McGill Inter-Var 
sity Christian Fellowship last night 
at six o'clock in the Grill Room of 
the Union. 

The speaker deplored the ten^ 
dency prevalent nowadays among 
Christians to have recourse to God 
only in the moments of adversity, 
stated that God should be at all 
times the focal centre of the exist- 
ence of every Christian worthy of 
the name. 

"We ought to take a very realistic 
attitude with regard to our faith 
and our religion," stated the. 
speaker. "It's no use indulging in 
chimerical speculations about the 
alleged solidarity of Christians 
when all about us we see incontro« 
vertible signs of indifference to the 
established tenets of the Church."
